different systems be ascribed to a desire of retali- 
ation. It cannot be expected, that we shall repel 
with indifference, what seem to us reproaches 
on some of the most important and consoling 
views of Christianity. Believing that the truths, 
which through God's good providence we are 
ealled to maintain, are necessary to the vindica- 
tion of the Divine Character, and to the preva- 
lence of a more enlightened and exalted piety, 
we are bound to assert them earnestly, and to 
apeak freely of the opposite errors which now 
disfigure Christianity. We trust, however, that 
when it is remembered, with what langugage 
and feelings our views are assailed, we shall not 
be thought unwarrantably warm in their defence. 
What then are the principal objections to Unita- 
tian Christianity ? 

I. It is objected to us, that we deny the divinity 
af Jesus Christ. Now, what does this objection 
mean? What are we to understand by the divin- 
ily of Christ? Im the sense in which many 
Christians, and perhaps a majority, interpret it, 
we do not deny it, but believe it as firmly as 
themselves. We believe firmly in the divinity of 
Christ's mission and office, that he spoke with 
divine authority, and was a bright image of the 
divine perfection. We betieve that God dwelt 
io him, manifested himself through him, taught 
men by him, and communicated to him his spirit 
without measure. We believe that Jesus Christ ' 





may be asked, do we differ from other Chris- 

tians? We differ in this important respect. 

Whilst we honour Christ as the son, representa- 

tive, and image of the supreme God, we do not 
believe him to be the supreme God himself. We 
maintain, that Christ and God are distinc! beings, 
two dcings, not one and the same being. On this 
point a little repetition may be pardoned, for 
many good Christians, after the controversies of 
ages, misunderstand the precise difference be- 
tween us and themselves. Trinitarianism teaches, 
that Jesus Christ is the supreme and infinite 
God, and that he and his Father are not only one 
in affection, counsel and will, but are strictly and 
literally one and the same being. Now to us this 
doctrine is most anscriptural and irrational. We 
say that the Son cannot be the same being with 
his own Father, that he, who was sent into the 
world to save it, cannot be the living God who. 
sent him. The language of Jesus is explicit and 
unqualified. “I came not to do mine own will.” 
“IT came not from myself.” “I came from God.” 
Now we affirm, and this is our chief heresy, that

We have Mr. R.'s own word to prove 
that God's purpose, relative to the salvation of 
man, is not an unchangeable, but a changeable 
purpose ; to be subservient to the ignorance, ca- 
price, and obstinacy of man! The apostle Paul, 
however, (and we think we shall not offend rea- 
sonable men, when we say Paul is entitled to 
more credit than Mr. R.) gave a very ¢ifferent ac- 
count of this matter. Please to read Eph. i. 9, 10. 
We readily admit that faith and repentance are 
means of salvation, but not conditions. We are 
willing to go farther, and admit that they are ne- 
cessary. Mr R.’s blood, is a means, and is neces- 
sary to his animal existence. Faith and repent- 
ance are as much the gift of God, as the blood 
which cirenlates in his veins: the one is as much 
conditional as the other. We recommend to Mr 
R. to learn more, and say less, for the present, of 
the atonement. We are of opinion that Mr. R. 
will experience some difficulty in reconciling the 
hypothesis of an tafinile atonement, not being suf- 
ficient (o atone for finife sins. Of all absurdities 
it is the greatest, te talk ofan infinite ateaement, 
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shalt be saved, and thy house.” Thus we perceive 
that the apostles considered faith and repentance 
as necessary to salvation; or, in other words, 
that they were to be saved on condition of re- 
pentance and faith. This is the Gospel, and the 
only true Gospel. John the Baptist preached re- 
pentance; and thus came the blessed Redeemer, 
saying, Repent, for the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand. 

These were the doctrines he preached through 
Ais mission, and without them he gave not the 
least ground of hope ; such was the full and de- 
cisive manner in which they were given, it is im- 
possible to mistake their meaning, or to attempt 
to reconcile any other without marring the 
whole. Indeed, what discord and confusion it 
would have made had the Saviour told them, I 
have redeemed you by my blood, and made you 
heirs of God and joint heirs with Christ; and | 
shall soon depart to prepare you glorious man- 
sions, and crown you with eternal life ; and then 
reply, ye will not come wnto me that ye may have 
life. “He that believeth shall be saved, and he 
that believeth not shall be damned.” That doc- 
trine which does not harmonize with the doctrine 
of Christ, is certainly false ; and there appears 
none so openly repugnant to it as that of eternal 
life without faith and repentance. Whatever may 
be said concerning the atonement, this conclusion 
is here settled by the Lord himself, that only on 
condition of coming to Christ, or believing in 
him, secures to any person a title to heaven. 

Let us now turn to the grand inference of that 
pernicious doctrine, viz. that all mankind are now 
thrown into the same state of condemnation, and 
as one body are moving on to the heavenly rest ; 
whether pious or impious, saint or sinner, whe- 
ther glowing with heavenly zeal for the advance- 
ment of the Redeemer’s kingdom, or raging with 
ialice and envy to pull it down. So full and de- 
cisive is this, it needs no further comment, as it 
will best speak for itself. I therefore pass on for 

d testimony to prove the opposite, which 
ranks the whole human race in two classes, one 
of which is the children of the Devil, walking in 
darkness, and in whom there is no light, neither 
will they come to the light, lest their deeds should 
be reproved. For the Saviour said expressly, 
“ Ye are of your father the Devil, and the lusts of 
your father ye will do.” And the apostle John, 
after speaking of the integrity of believers, adds, 
“ He that committeth sin is of the Devil, for the 
Devil sinneth from the beginning ;” which still 
preserves in the strongest manner the same dis- 
tinction first taught by our Lord, that all men 
serve either God or the.Devil. “No man can 
serve two masters, for either he will hate the one 
and love the other, or else he will hold to the 
one and despise the other ; ye cannot serve God 
and mammon.” Asit is certain that all men do 
not serve both, so it is equally certain that all can- 
net be the servants of both. Hence follows the 
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designed by infinite wisdom, and ali-sufficien: tg 
save a whole world, and with the next breath cos. 
tend, that infinite wisdom’s design will be de fea 
ed, and an infinite atonement fail of accomplish. 
ing its purpose. Let this have that Consideration 
which it merits. 


Mr. R. is of opinion that great confusion woul; 
have resulted from Christ's telling mankind tha: 
he had redeemed them, &c. and then declaring, 
“Ye will not come unto me, that ye may have 
hfe.” Now, to our comprehension, there woul 
be much absurdity in telling them they would no: 
come to him, that they might have life, if he haq 
not, neither would redeem them. If this were the 
ease, there would be no life to cometo! Mr.R 
appears to have written without premeditation, 
or, if he meditated, it was on something be. 
side the Scriptures. His gross ignorance is |g. 
mentable. Mr. R. has yet to learn, that we be. 


lieve none will ever experience salvation, and 
consequent happiness, while unbelievers. By, 
let him remember, Christ said, “It is written 
We believe. 


They shall all be taught of God.” 
this. 


Mr. R. now appears to be quite wild with cop- 
jecture. His two classes of mankind will give 
him trouble. Let his own distinction settle this 
business. We say his own distinction, from the 
use he would make of the apostle’s declaration, 
“ He that committeth sin is of the Devil.” Let 
Mr. R. answer, Do you, Sir, ever sin ? If so, and 
we think you are not yet quile perfect, you are of 
the Devil! Remember, if you can escape from 
the Devil, your neighbours can also! Mr. R. if be 
admits the Scriptures as truth, must concede, 
that the Devil and his works will be destroyed ; 
that hell will be destroyed ; that Christ will finish 
transgression, make an end of sin, and bring ia 
everlasting righteousness : that all nations whom 
God hath made shall come and worship before 
him. Then, there will be no Devil; and your 
two characters, the righteous and the wicked, 
will be no more. Mr. R. has yet to learn, that bis 
assertions, unsupported, except by his own vb- 
stinacy and the whims of the ignorant, who pre- 
fer damnation to salvation, for their neighbour: 
are little worth. Mr. R. had better inquire inte 
the evidences of the doctrine of the salvation ol 
all men in Christ, before he again exposes bis ig: 
norance in an attempt at refutation. The “ grand 
inference,” as he calls it, may be found in Pav!’ 
epistie to the Romans, ch. v. 18—21. Should 
Mr. R. suceessfully combat Paul, and prove bia 
guilty of “ absurdity,” it would lessen Paul in tbe 
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great distinction between the righteous and the 
wicked. The righteous become Christ's by the 

washing of regeneration, but the wicked remain 
the children of the evil one by persisting in sin. 
The followers of the meek and lowly Jesus are 
known by their fruits ; for they that are after the 
fesh do mind the things of the flesh, but they 
tbat are after the Spirit the things of the Spirit ; 
for “the frait of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, meek- 
ness, temperance ; against such there is no law : 
and they that are Christ's have crucified the flesh, 
with the affections and lusts. But the natural 
man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God, 
for they are foolishness unto him ; neither can he 
know them, because they are spiritually discern 
od.” With passages like these the word of God 
abounds ; and whoever, in the face of this testi- 
mony, will rank all men together, whether in be- 
lief or unbelief, is induenced neither by the light 
of reason or revelation, but by the force of pre- 
judice. 

I shall now undertake to show the inconsisten- 
cy of their arguments respecting the atonement, 
that they are entirely groundless, and repugnant 
to the whole Gospel scheme. That Christ died 
for every man is a Scripture truth, and should not 
be perverted ; but are we to understand from 
this phrase that all men receive Christ ? Certainly 
not. It is the firmest testimony of Ged, thai un- 
less we receive Christ Jesus we cannot be inter- 
ested in him: “He came unto his own and his 
own received him not, but as many as received 
him to them gave he power to become the sons 
of God.” We know, from Seripture records, that 
many rejected him to their destruction, and of 
course were not saved, though he died for them. 
An example may better illustrate this passage: A 
man, having twelve sons, gave laws for the regu- 
lation of their conduct, which, if violated, the pe- 
nalty of death was to be inflicted ; at length all 
but the first-born son broke the laws of their fa- 
ther, and exposed themselves to immediate execu- 
tion: im this critical moment who but the first- 
born, te stay the impending wrath, offers his own 
body, and thea announces to them that they shall 
again be restored to their father on condition of 
repentance, and the refusal of which would bring 
them to eternal banishment. Now, shoulda part, 
oreven the whole refuse to comply, does it ar- 
gue that he died not for them? By no means, 
And can it not then be said, with the strictest pro- 
peiety, in the Gospel, that Christ died for all men, 
though all are not eventually saved ?

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Opinion of the world of mankind, and very much 
reduce the price of Bibles! We really hope and 
expect he will fail in this, kis attempt! It would 
be a very unpleasant reflection to Mr. R., we 
think, after consigning to an endless hell, all the 
children of the Devil, to ascertain, by indubitable 
marks, that himself was of the number. On the 
whole, he had better vacate bis seat on the 
beuch ; the bar is the propersplace for criminals : 
God will judge the world; Mr. R. will not be re- 
quired to assist in this matter. We, however, tell 
Mr. R. that misrepresentations are neither honest 
nor honourable. Universalists neither believe nor 
teach, that “pious and impious” persons are 
moving on, indiscriminately, to “the heavenly 
rest.”

Mr. R. has undertaken something which he can- 
not accomplish. In the first place, he is ignorant 
of the Scripture view of the atonement. He 
might as well undertake to show the incopsisten- 
cy of mathematical demonstration, and not know 
the simplest rules of arithmetic. It would be ab- 
surd to consider him an opponent! He is more 
likely to wound himself than others. His “ ex- 
ample,” as he calls it, “to illustrate this passage,” 
is any thing but a simile. There is no compari- 
soa. Of Christ's redemption, we read, “ God was 
in Christ reconciling the world unto himself, not 
impuling their trespasses unto them.” But Mr. BR. 
will have it, in his “example,” that the trespas- 
ses shall be imputed, and the sons not be recon- 
ciled' He makes their restoration depend not on 
the death of the first-born, but on their repent- 
ance. The death of the first-born does not ap- 
pease the wrath of the father. The eleven sons 
are just where they were ; the father would be a 
very devil toslay his innocent son for the guilt of 
the criminals, on pretence of receiving them into 
favour, and appeasing his anger toward them, 
and then demand of them, as a condition, that, 
which every principle of justice or humanity de- 
manded him to receive without the sacrifice! It 
Mr. R. offered this for a likeness of the devil, we 
should bave no objections to the picture. It is 
the “ will of God that all men shall be saved ;” 
but Mr. R.’s devil, (we cannot call him by a more 

name,) bas.ne such will as this: he 
breathes nothing but destruction; he has no mer- 
ey for the guilty, and even the voluntary death of 
the innocent, as a sacrifice to appease his fury, 
cannot move him. If this is your atonement, it 
is a wretched thing indeed!

About four weeks previous to the writing of 
this letter, I attended a meeting at Pine Plains, 
Dutchess county, and heard the Rev. Mr. Arm- 
strong deliver (what he would call a sermon) 
from Ezek. xiii. 18. He chose this, as I have 
every reason to believe, to abuse and vilify the 
character of those people who believe that God 
is love, and not hatred; who deny that John 
Calvin was a man “after God's own heart ;” 
and who choose to worship “in spirit and in 
truth,” that Being who gave them existence, with 
true confidence reposing their souls in Him, and 
earnestly believing that, as he hath spoken it, his 
mercy will endure for ever. 

My object in bringing this character before the 
public is, not to abuse him, nor his doctrine, but 
merely to expose that ridiculous mode of teach- 
ing people to believe, whatever the priest sees fit 
to palm upon them. I trust I shall not be looked 
upon as imprudent for venturing thus far, in asser- 
tion. Inconsistency, when coupled with argu- 
ment, based upon partiality, is one of the most 
tiresome subjects that can be dwelt upon. And 
to combat with ignorance, clothed in the assum- 
ing garb of godliness, in a pulpit prepared for 
nobler uses, is not much less troublesome. To 
follow the gentleman in all his winding incohe- 
rencies, would, ! fear, exhaust the patience of the 
reader. I shall therefore attempt to note a few. 
(The reader will take notice that he is a strict 
Calvinist.) 

Tn his first prayer, he acknowledged his doubts 
of there being one Christian present ; and added, 
that we all have and do offend, and as he did not 
except himself, (which is so very common for this 
sect of clergymen) we have a right to conclude 
that he could not have gone to heaven, had he 
departed this life on that day. How much better 
ishe now? We all offend, he says, in the present 
tense; consequently, according to his doctrine, 
we are all offensive to God, and shall be to all 
eternity. For when we call to our memory the 
groaning tones of, no hope beyond the grave, 
which we hear vociferatet*almost daily from the 
pulpit, we must draw this conclusion. But this 
man, reader, can separate and rend asunder this 
race of beings, and present before the omnipotent 

» pure and unsullied, white as wool, a pre- 
cious few, already prepared to participate in the 
eternal joys of heaven; and yet, every soul has 
left this material world in an offensive state!! 

He stated, that his chief object would be to 
illustrate the metaphor in the text. It might have 
been his design for aught 1 know, but bie did not 
fulfil what he promised, but indiseriminately 
aimed his blows at the Universalists. Al that 
ingenuity and sophistry could invent, with wil- 
ful misrepresentation, and assertions without the 
shadow of proof, was preached to the people that 
day, and called scripture. I'say he misrepre- 
sented, and wilfully too, from the assertion, that 





Universalists taught nothing but morality, ag 
that for the duties of morality the creature ob- 
tained eternal life. He said that the belief o/ 
Universal love increased wickedness, and added, 
hence we see Atheists. Mr. Armstrong is now 
called upon to produce one instance, where q 
believer in the restoration of all men ever be. 
came an Atheist. If he does not, he stands cop. 
victed of asserting falsehood, premeditated false. 
hood. Again: He warned the congrevation 
against believing this doctrine, and, in the face of 
truth and common sense, said not a word of 
scripture could be introduced to prove it. Then, 
with exulting pride, he contemplated the miseries 
of damned souls, and yet exclaimed, that God 
delighted in mercy. And lastly, he sealed his 
philippic by telling the people, that the truth of 
Universal Salvation would reverse the order of 
Divine Providence, and for evidence, he brought 
forward the case of Noah and the flood, Lot, and 
the children of Israel. 

If Mr. Armstrong, or his followers, ean recon. 
cile any of the inconsistencies contained in thar 
sermon, it is their duty to be up and doing, and 
vindicate their doctrine. But, alas! such ser. 
mons are only preached never to be remembered 
again, unless to bind men in darkness and slavery 
Thus we see, that when a cause is fast sinking into 
obscurity, and despair has seized its propagator, 
then, indeed, we can expect nothing but wild 
and vindictive rage. The bolts of damnation 
hurled, confusion created, and finally, a total ex- 
tinction of truth, and even good order in society. 

Should Mr. Armstromg consider, that in the 
above I have in the least degree misrepresenied 
him, I beg that the Editor of this paper will give 
him to understand, that he can have the use of

Mr. Editor, Sir—As my only object in wailing 
is for the investigation of trath and information— 
I am happy to observe you notice my communi- 
cations. On reading your answer to 8. P. is 
Number 46, I am led to make the following in- 
quiry: If Jesus came to “save his people from 
their sins,” (not the consequence of sin)—I ask, 
Did he accomplish his object? If you admit all 
sin, (leaving out of the question, for the present, 
the conséquence of sin) and I believe it is admit- 
ted by all, that all, every one, do sin, both ia 
thought and deed: Now, if all do sim, according 
to your assertion, all must suffer the consequence, 
whatever that consequence may be, for Christ 
does not benefit them in this case, (as I under- 
stand you to mean) and they have increased the 
penalty of their own act. Then, | ask, who is be- 
nefited by the coming of Christ? and how? 

You request S. P. to answer—“ If Christ stands 
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in our room and stead, or suffers for and instead 
of us, then is not the declaration, “the soul that 
sinneth it shall die, perfectly nugatory; may 
not aman sin as much as he pleases, and not 
experience any evil from wrong doing ?” &e. 

Was my opponent an Arminian, I should not 
wonder at this argument ; for we often hear them 
say, If all men are to be saved, let us sin as much 
aswe please. But I must acknowledge that I am 
much surprised to hear this argument used by a 
Universalist. I might answer, and ask, If Christ 
came totake away the sins of the world, in the 
sense the Editor means, (or as I understand him 
to mean) and he has accomplished his purpose, 
viz. to “save his people from their sins,” there 
is no such thing as sin ; for Jesus came to take it 
away—and if it is taken away, how can men in- 
dulze in it. ‘This view would, 1 think, lead to 
jicentious consequences, rather more directly 
than the Editor is aware: for if I am accused of 
sinning, no matter what the nature of the trans- 
gression is, L answer no! you misiudge, sin is ta- 
ken away I think by this time, the Editor 
will diseover some absurdities resting on his view 
of the subject. I shall expect to hear whether 
ke acknowledges them or not. SP 

ANSWER. 

We assure S. P. that we mean to be understood 
to say, that Christ's mission and object was not to 
save mankind from the consequence of sin, but 
from sin itself. Christ is our Spiritual Physician. 
When he eradicates the offending cause, the ef- 
fects or consequences will cease of course. Phy- 
sical causes and their consequences will illustrate 
this subject. What would you say to a physician, 
who, when you were under the influence of an 
aente fever, should prescribe for the consequences 
of the fever, let the cause remain, and direct all 
his efforts to remedy its effects? Now, whatever 
the consequences have been, they cease, of neces- 
sity, with the cause. When the disease iscomplete- 
ly eradicated, health is the consequence. The 
eonsequence of sin is death. All men sin, and die 
asa consequence. The death of the body is here 
altogether out of the question. That is a blessing. 
So far from being an evil it is a positive good! 
Knowledge is life. Ignorance isdeath. Ifa man 
were to be continued in the body in this mode of 
existence, without end, as a reward for upright 
eonduet, we think his reward would be a curse 
instead of a blessing. Relative to “ incurring the 
penalty,” we consider the penalty incurred by 
sinning, as a consequence ; as a man would incur 
ihe penalty of a sore throat, if he were to swallow 
boiling water. God has commanded man, his be- 
loved offspring, to abstain from every thing which 
will injare him, Not to abstain from these evils 
is to sin; that is, to miss the right way, which, 
alone, will produce happiness. 

We answer the question, “ Who are benefited 
by the coming of Christ,” that al! men, progres- 
sively, are benefited. It ts the “dispensation of 
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the fulness of times,” which concludes the Medi- 
atorial Kingdom, when “ God shall be all in all ;” 
when man shall be “ raised incorruptible and im- 
mortal ;” when sin can no longer corrupt man, 
nor dissolve the connexion between the Father 
of all and bis offspring. This answers the ques- 
tion, “ How are we benefited by Christ?” For, 
we read, ‘It is your sins that have separated 
between you and your God.” Therefore, the 
consequence of sin is the separation, which is 
spiritual death. When the eyes of all are opened, 
and their ears unstopped, they will see the right 
way and walk in it. Without sin, it will be im- 
possible for them to suffer. With sin, it would 
be impossible for mankind to be happy. 

We are of opinion that S. P. was not aware of 
the conclusions which flow from his own premis- 
ses. If Christ came to save mankind from the 
consequences of sin, and actually finished the 
work, according to S. P., sin can no longer pro- 
duce evil. We read, however, that “tribulation 
and anguish shall be upon every soul of man that 
doeth evil.” According to this testimony, sin 
has very disagreeable consequences attending 
it. Again: “ The wages of sin is death ; but the 
gift of God is eternal /ife through Jesus Christ.” 
We give our view of this subject in the words of 
Paul, Heb ii. “ But now we see not yet all things 
put under him: But we see Jesus,” &c. Jesus 
came :—He triumphed over sin, death, and hell! 
He finished this work. And ne will, in his own 
time, bring all mankind, the members of his 
body, into an actual participation of bis glorious 
victory. Then will the song be sung—“O death, 
where is thy sting ? O hell, where is thy victory?” 
But now to sing the song, when the “sting of 
death is sin,” and mankind victims to hell, or the 
grave, would be as unreal as the visions of the lu- 
natic! Look where you will, you see the sting 
of death, and victims to the grave. For, “now 
we see not yet all things put under him.” Yet he 
hath put all these things under him. When the 
trump of God shall announce the aecomplish- 
ment of all his purposes, a new era will burst 
upon the universe, and God be revealed to an 
admiring, astonished world, “all, and in all.” 
Then will the song be sung! And sin, death, and 
hell, be buried in the grave of time, and their 
remembrance lost amidst the splendours of eter- 
nity.

“DEATH AND GLORY.” 

Reader, what is the opposite of “ death and glo. 
ry?” The opposite of death, is life. This is not 
the understanding of this matter.

by a conformity to his opinions, deserved it. It is 
a most abominable doctrine! But, strange to r- 
late, horrible as it ts, every man believes or hopes 
it is true, so far as himself is concerned. “ Death 
and glory,” is the very thing he wants! It is only 
when his neighbour, whem he is bound to lore as 
himself, is to be benefited by it, that it loses all its 
beauty, and is pronounced to be a damnable don 
trine ! 

Ah, poor human nature. Your vail of bypo- 
crisy and cunning is too thin to hide your de- 
formity. 

&> Reader, when you “love your neighhow 
as yourself,’ you will be a fit subject for heaven 
for “death and giory.” And when this bap- 
pens you will contend as earnestly for you 
neighbour's glory as for your own.
